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i  RANEING  IN:  THE  WORLD 
ACCORDING  TO  JOHN  COLTRANE 


John  William  Coltrane  was  born  on  September  23, 
1927  in  Hamlet,  North  Carolina  and  died  on  the 
morning  of  July  17,  1967  in  Huntington,  Long  Island. 
In  the  nearly  forty  year  span  between  those  dates  he 
lived  mainly  in  Philadelphia  and  New  York  City  and  he 
managed  to  produce  a  body  of  music  that  marks  him  as 
one  of  the  leading  creative  artists  of  this  century.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  overestimate  the  impact  Coltrane 
has  had  on  his  time,  both  in  musical  terms  and  in 
extramusical  influence.  But  it  is  to  the  music  that  we 
must  always  turn:  its  development,  its  meaning,  its 
place  in  the  ongoing  evolution  of  black  people's 
consciousness. 

Coltrane  "s  career  can  be  divided  into  three  distinct 
phases.  In  the  first  phase,  the  saxophonist  served  an 
apprenticeship  with  some  of  the  most  advanced  masters 
of  improvised  music:  Dizzy  Gillespie,  Johnny  Hodges, 
Miles  Davis,  Thelonious  Monk.  In  a  career  as  a 
sideman  and  leader  of  recording  dates,  Coltrane 's 
artistic  command  was  solid  enough  already  to  cast  him 
as  one  of  the  music's  major  contributors.  By  the  time 
he  put  together  his  own  group  in  1960,  he  had 
garnered  both  recognition  from  his  peers  and 
experience  that  was  invaluable  in  charting  his  own 
course.  The  second  phase  consisted  of  Coltrane's 
leading  his  own  group,  the  classic  quartet  of  the  early 
1960's.  The  members  of  this  group  were  McCoy 
Tyner  (piano),  Jimmy  Garrison  (bass),  and  Elvin  Jones 
(drums);  this  basic  group  was  occasionally  augmented 
by  Art  Davis  and  Reggie  Workman  (bass),  Roy  Haynes 
(drums)  and,  most  spectacularly,  by  Eric  Dolphy  (flute, 
alto  sax,  bass  clarinet).  In  the  last  phase,  beginning  in 
1965,  Coltrane  began  to  work  with  larger  groups, 
incorporating  two  or  more  drummers  and  as  many  as 
six  horn  players.  Some  of  the  innovators  to  work  with 
him  in  this  period  included  Archie  Shepp,  Albert  and 
Donald  Ayler,  Pharoah  Sanders  and  Rashied  Ali. 

Because  of  the  volatile  nature  of  Coltrane's 
development,  there  have  been  gaps  in  the  official 
recordings  released.  That  is,  there  are  periods  of  intense 
playing  that  have  been  underrepresented  or  are  absent 
and,  consequently,  much  of  the  painstaking  artistry  of 
John  Coltrane  has  been  misunderstood.  As  the  essence 
of  jazz  is  improvisation  and  essence  of  improvisation  is 
the  unfolding  of  ideas  in  live  performance,  the  focus  of 
this  show  will  be  on  recordings  and  tapes  of  live 
performances  captured  in  the  United  States,  Europe  and 
Japan.  The  range  of  Coltrane's  music  to  be  featured 
extends  from  his  early,  surprising  work  with  Johnny 
Hodges  in  1951  to  his  last  large  groups  which  were 
working  in  1966  and  '67.  This  includes  his  work  with 
Monk  in  the  late  '50's,  the  extremely  important  work 
with  Miles  Davis  as  captured  in  live  performance  both 
in  New  York  and  Europe,  the  controversial  band  that 
included  Eric  Dolphy,  recordings  of  the  classic  quartet 
made  on  European  tour  from  1962  through  1965,  and 
the  powerful  last  groups  that  exhilirated  and 
confounded  audiences  in  1966  and  1967. 

In  Coltrane's  music  we  hear  the  process  of  a  man's 
thinking,  or  even  the  process  of  a  man  suddenly 
possessed  by  what  he  knows.  It  is  the  element  of 
continual  surprise,  of  being  astounded  at  life  and  life's 
possibilities  and  limitations,  that  makes  John  Coltrane's 
work  so  exemplary.  We  can  hear  him  many  times 
discover  an  idea,  a  feeling,  hear  him  turn  it  over  and 
plumb  it  to  its  depths.  To  say  John  Coltrane  was  an 
obsessed  artist,  a  man  committed  to  outrunning  his 
own  restlessness,  is  not  at  the  same  time  to  deny  his 
formal  excellence,  his  sure  control  over  the  most  basic 
elements  of  his  craft.  Some  people  think  that  Coltrane 
is  and  was  a  god,  and  based  on  his  achievements,  one  is 
almost  inclined  to  agree,  but  for  the  fact  that  no  man  is 
a  god.  It  is  just  this:  his  stark  humanity  that  makes  the 
flights  of  imagination  and  vision  we  have  come  to 
appreciate  as  the  legacy  of  John  Coltrane  even  more 
satisfying  and  surprising.  ^^^^^■■^^^^^^^^■M^H

NONPARTISAN  FORUM 

Early  in  July  of  this  year,  I  approached  Mayor  Koch 
with  an  invitation  to  debate  candidates  Frank  Barbaro 
and  Mary  Codd.  Koch's  people  were  offered  a  choice  of 
two  dates,  August  14  or  21.  After  a  dozen  or  so 
unreturned  phone  calls,  the  reply  finally  came — Koch's 
busy  mayoral  schedule  would  not  permit  him  to  appear. 
I  then  spoke  to  Barbaro  and  Codd,  and  went  back  to 
Koch's  campaign  with  another  proposal.  Both  Barbaro 
and  Codd  had  agreed  to  meet  the  Mayor  at  any  time — 
at  his  convenience,  in  the  studios  of  WBAI,  or  at 
Queens  College,  where  we  would  offer  the  debate  to 
any  non-commercial  radio  or  TV  station  that  wanted  it. 

Now  I  was  in  touch  with  Helene  Cane,  ao  assistant 
to  Maureen  Connelly,  Koch's  campaign  manager. 
Helene  Cane  said  that  the  Mayor  would  never  come  to 
WBAI,  but  she  didn't  discount  the  possibility  of  a 
debate  at  Queens  College.  She  wanted  an  invitation  in 
writing.  I  sent  her  a  mailgram  from  Queens. 

After  a  week  of  unreturned  phone  calls  to  Cane,  I 
finally  asked  to  speak  to  Maureen  Connelly.  She  got  on 
the  phone  a  bit  flustered  and  apologetic.  The  Mayor 
would  not  be  able  to  appear  at  Queens;  he  just  couldn't 
accept  every  invitation  to  debate.  .  .  . 

Well,  on  August  21,1  interviewed  Frank  Barbaro, 
deciding  it  was  more  appropriate  to  have  Mary  Codd  on 
after  September  10,  since  she  wasn't  running  in  the 
primary.  (The  interview  with  Barbaro  will  be 
rebroadcast  on  NOWHERE  TO  RUN,  Friday,  October 
30,  at  2:00  PM.) 

Then  on  August  27,  The  New  York  Times  printed 
an  article  by  Maurice  Carroll,  entitled  "Barbaro 
Criticizes  Koch  for  Refusing  to  Hold  One-one-One 
Debates."  From  the  article: 

Maureen  R.  Connelly,  who  is  running  Mr.  Koch's 

campaign,  said  every  debate  invitation  from  a  news 

organization  had  been  accepted,  except  one  from 

radio  station  WBAI,  which,  she  said,  was  "not  a 

nonpartisan  forum." 

The  afternoon  of  the  27th,  News  Director  Robert 
Knight  tried  repeatedly  to  contact  Maureen  Connelly. 
By  news  time,  his  calls  had  not  been  returned.
